A Zoning Commission 
hearing for the Southeast 
Federal Center (with 
boundaries of M St. S.E. on the 
north, the Anacostia River on 
the south, First St. S.E. on the 
west, and the Navy Yard on the 
east) and has been set for Thurs., 
June 19, at 6:30 pm at 441 4th 
St. N.W. on the second floor.

Proposed are areas for a 
waterfront park and low water¬ 
front uses, residential apartments 
90 ft. to 110 ft. with retail uses 
further from the river, and mixed 
office/residential up to 130 feet 
along M St. SE. 

The D.C. Office of Planning 
estimates that 1,000 units of new 
housing with 2,200 residents will 
be built in the SEFC between 
the DOT site and the river. ■
